maxim, Instead of allowing them to 
consolidate and outnumber him.

question was in every one’s mouth,

but pointed:

Washingto^0i July 2.—The 
suspense 
which followed tlio receipt of General 
Shafter’s 
dlsoatch 
early 
yesterday 
morning announcing th at a battle had 
been begun near Santiago was relieved 
a t 12:30 this morning when a prelimin­ 
ary report of tlie day’s operations was 
received by General Corbin from Gen­ 
eral Shafter. As had been expected by 
the oflDoials of the war departm ent the 
flght lasted until sundown. During the 
day probably it was not possible for 
Shafter to stop in the midst of the per­ 
formance of his onerous duties to send 
dispatches to the department. 
He was 
seriously 
occupied and the work ac­ 
complished clearly shows that not much 
grass grew under his feet during the 
day. 
The president and the war of­ 
ficials are immensely pleased at the 
information conveyed in Shafter's m es­ 
sage. 
The first dispatch from Shafter 
was received at 10 a. m. 


While they learned with slncerest re ­ 
gret that so many of the American 
troops had fallen in the fight thegrou-nd 
gaini^d by the day’s conflict Is regarded 
as a great victory.

Bleaning the First Half of the Buslnesn 
Year, ns llra<lHtrect Thinks. 


New York, July 2.—Bradstreet’s says: 
The first half of the year closes with 
a very satisfactory show ing possible in 
m any lines of trade, as evidenced 'by 
the returns of bank clearances, railroad 
earnings, and by that infallible baro­ 
meter of the mercantile world, business 
failures. 
H arbingers of the future ara 
found in the generally favorable crop 
prospects, not only of cereals but of 
cotton, fruits and m ost products of 
agricluture, 
and a continued 
heavy 
foreign demand for American products. 
The situation in iron is a rather mixed 
one, m ost com plaints coming from the 
west. 
Pig iron and steel rails reflect 
the lessened activity in a shading ol 
prices. 


Doubts are expressed as to the ability 
of the pig Iron m akers 
to 
control 
production, and the next tw’o w eeks 
will probably be full of interest to the 
Iron trade generally. 
The tone of the 
w heat m arket continues bearish. R ather 
less steadiness in prices is observable, 
most cereals, pork, lard, cotton, and 
several m akes of pig iron being lower 
for the week, while the list of advances 
Is exceedingly small. 
Steadiness has 
been a feature, however, of raw wool, 
hides and heavy leather, coffee, sugar 
and print cloths, copper and lead. 


In spite of unfavorable features there 
were fewer failures, sm aller liabilities 
and eonso<iuently smaller assets this 
year than In any previous year for four 
years past. 
Business failures numlier 
6,429, 8 per cent, fewer than a year ago; 
15 per cent, less than two years ago 
and only 3 per cent, larger than In 1S93. 
Liabilities, too, are smaller, aggregating 
$72.120.341, 23 per cent, sm aller than last 
year; 31 per cent, sm aller than two 
years ago; 9.5 per cent, sm aller than In 
189."i and 57 per cent, below those of 
1893. 
NEW WAB REVEKUE STAMPS. 
Rei|ulsltlons for 300,000,000 Honored—

W ashington, July 2.—It w as stated at 
the internal revenue bureau yesterday 
that fewer com plaints of inability to 
get the new revenue stam ps were re­ 
ceived yesterday than were expected. 
The requisitions of the collector for an 
estim ated 
three 
m onths 
supplies 
amounted to about $400,000,000 stam ps. 
These requisitions have been honored 
to the am ount of over 200,000,000. and 
)ther shipm ents will be made as rapid­ 
ly as possible, 
lu a number of cities 
large crowds are reported a s standing 
in line at the collector’s ofllce w aiting 
to purchase stam ps, but no serious in ­ 
convenience or trouble has 
been re­ 
ported so far. 


There seem s to be som e danger that 
the supply In the hands of collectors 
will be exhausted before renewals can 
reach them, but the bureau of engrav­ 
ing and printing and the Internal rev­ 
enue forces will w’urk night and day as 
long as the sltuatlun seem s to require, 
and before the middle of next week 
every one. It Is expected, will have an 
am ple supply to meet all demands.
